(complete) as well as any individual specific articles in past issues. The 
pkotocopies of the first 5 issues are already prepared; other material is 
on time-available basis and there is no cost/charge for any of it, and 
return postage is not necessary. I'd also like to purchase originals or 
photocopies of any bulletins of WIFDA's forerunner, Worldwide Monitors Radio 
Club (WRC).

FM News and Members’ Comments 


‘My sincere thanks to everyone who sent Christmas cards; and I repeat, a happy and DX-filled 
New Year, Even if you're not hearing DX you could put this column to good use by checking the 
on air and DX ready" section to see what new local and nearby stations you can hear. While 
blocking out some DX channels, new locals are interesting to listen to, they fatten your totals and, 
of course, can be written to for verification. 


I finally got the FCC Fig. 1 (revised) enlarged to match my old sliding scale so that FM cover- 
ages can be computed according to the new FCC curves. These generally represent a reduction in 
secondary coverages (second figures given on previous page), as well as a lowering of coverages, 
Primary as well as secondary, for high-towered stations. A class C station at maximum {00,000 
Watts and 610 meters (2.000') would get out 106 km before, but only 92 km the new way of figuring 
it out, In other news: 

KZ2Q 94.3 Golden Meadow LA seems to be only $ mornings when duplicating the AM and 
walng former call, KLEB; at night when separate they are monaural. WRPM-FM 107.9 Poplar- 
Fille MB back on alr; mono. Despite the network switches at Detroits WJR and WWJ (both AM), the 
FM adjuncts concerned do not carry any network programming. Now, a rebuttal of Tom Cornell's 
discussion of the European Radio system that appeared in the December column from Alan Hobson, 
Vanier, Ontario, who DXes from his summer location in the extreme southwest of England: 

First, the BBC is far from being a state-run monopoly, It is an independent body created by a Royal Charter and derives 
its revenue from the sale of television licences to the general public. This is a far better system than Canada's, shere the 
CBC has to inde on annual government funding, and is to me the optinum method of broadcasting. With regard to programming, 
all three BBC-FM radio services are in stereo and not just the two as Tow mentioned. Radio 4 transmits in stereo shen progran 
ming drama or music. The AY band does nat duplicate FU 100%. Those long, boring cricket matches that Ton mentioned are some 
‘times only on AH, and I believe would always be, if the economic situation permitted. There are several other occasions when 
AM and FH programming differ. Overall the multitude of Sragrans on BBC radio and their high quality never fails to inpress me 
and {3 cortainly a refreshing change fron the rigid foraats of North Aterican comercial radio. 

Technically, the Fa signals are superb. The programme distribution systes is known a¢ Pulse Code Modulation (PCM) and ine 
volves converting at Broadcasting House, London, the audio Signal into digital information. This is then converted ‘through a 
docoding network to an audio signal at the transaitter and then broadcast stereophontcally. . . 1 find OXing, at least in ay 
Sumer location in the extrene southeest of England, to be very interesting. Consistent reception is availasla from the 
‘great number and variety of stations in continental {urope. In addition, local commercial AM/FM radio stations are now in 
operation in the major urban centres of the U. K. (Alan enclosed an interesting article describing an Englishnan's observations 
of U. S.A. radio, including such amazing statements as "In Los Angeles, a non-commercial radio station cheerfully goes off the 
air for a month and uses its frequency to appeal for funds. There are owners of radio stations who do not know the difference 
between AK and FM. With 7,000-odd radio stations across the continent, there are some you can buy tor five to ten thousand 
dollars. . .*) 

Perhaps the thing Tom has against England's broadcasting, from a DXing standpoint, is that 
individual transmitters are not identified. In the ‘states, individual transmitters making up public 
radio and TV networks always break away at least once an hour with their own identification, thus 
helping the DXing hobby. But when do you ever hear "This is GSX 94.9 on your dial in Wrotham'" 
(or whatever their call letters are)? Concerned European DXers might in time be able to force 
their countries’ broadcasting authorities to give regular individual transmitter identifications and 
fo use call letters , but I am afraid that the trend away from call letters is a growing one, with 
this continent following Europe more than the other way. 

Meanwhile, back in the ‘states, WSME-FM 92.1 Sanford ME is on the air, $. WBUR*90.9 in 
Boston is installing its new cireular polarization antenna (22500 h, v; 260'), which should help to 
eliminate multipath problems. FCC has decided on AM-FM nonduplication rules to go into effect 
Jan. 1, 1977. Only 25% of the FM programming can be duplicated in cities of 100,000 if either the 
AM or FM station is so licensed. For stations in cities of 25, 000 to 99,999 50% of the programming 
can be duplicated, but by Jan. 1, 1979 this percentage drops to 25. This probably means that day- 
time stations operating 24 hours per day on FM (daytime on AM, that is) can duplicate only six 
hours per day and still be within the 25% rule,

WNBX(FM) carries CBS newscasts at noon, 5 p. m.“and 6 p. m_ with headlines on the hour 
at other times. (Call letters are WNBX 103.7 in Keene NH, even though their letterhead still 
says 'WKNE.") Jim Pizzi, Orcutt CA, writes that he's had excellent luck using a newly-installed 
vertically mounted 10-element FM yagi at 40', with tennew stations since putting it up. "Produces 
a lot of nulls on locals and semi-locals. Looking forward to the Es season," Also in California: 


KVRE-FM in Santa Rosa is still on 99.3. KVON(AM) Napa has a CP to buy KVYN St. Helena, 
which is not on the air but supposed to build on 101.7. Tom Young, the owner of KVON, worked 
an arrangement with the owner of KVRE to swap frequencies. This is so KVYN's tower could be 
in a more favorable location so as to cover both St. Helena and Napa. KVRE will switch in May 
or June. KVYN will go on the air in July, using KVRE's old crystal. KVRE on 99.3 was received 
in San Francisco with a fine signal, far superior toKZST 100, 1 from the same city, A fine 
signal also received from KKIQ101.7Livermore, with a rotator facilitating separating this station's 
signals from others on the channel, KFAT Gilroy is now on 94,5 with a fine signal in 8, F, KKHI- 
FM's booster on 95.7 is on in Walnut Creek, and KFOG is applying for theirs any day now. 
NBC's NIS isn't faring too well on FM. October-November ARB metro shares; KNAIS, F. 
WBAL-FM Baltimore 2.0; WNIS Chicago 0 (no show!); WNWS New York .4. 


WEFM 99,5 and WFMT 98.7, both Chicago and both presently with classical-music are 
compared by a DX listener to the two, "Having heard most of the classical FM stations around 
the country and BBC3, I honestly believe WFMT to be the finest station of its type (by my standards 
anyway) The major advantage of this station is that it does not compromise its programming 
standards to seek high ratings or the largest possible audience. No jingles are aired, all ads are 
read live by the announcer, and all musical selections are played complete (except during the 
Morning Program and specific special programs) without commercial break. Commercial time is 
limited to four minutes/hour, yet advertisers are standing in line! This in spite of programming 
that doesn't talk down to its audience and seeks to set quality standards second to none in the broad- 
cast industry. WEFM has many good things to offer, too; but I don't place them in quite the same 
category. They have moredight music ("'semi-classics"). Were there no WFMT to compare to, 
I'm sure I would find WEFM very listenable. What is especially nice is that Chicago has three such 
stations to pick from (I can't receive WNIB very often), so you can have your choice." WEFM, of 
course, has been sold, wants to change to WICV with a rock format, but a citizens group and the 
courts have so far stopped this. Now the FCC has a rule-making to inquire the extent that format 
changes should be checked into when a station license is transferred—something long overdue, in 
my opinion. After looking at British broadcasting, these comments concerning France: 

FY broadcasting has not evolved to the U. S. level of complexity. In fact, France-Inter and France-Culture are parallel to 
AN, The technical philosophy seeas to be to provide uniform coverage throughout the courtry. Thus, transultters tend to be 
located in optinal spots atop mountains, etc., rather than near cities. "Avignos™ is actually 50 kw anay, atop Mt. Veatour, 
Fi in Franco also includes broadcasts from border-areas—Luxeabourg, Morte Carlo and The Saar. The supposedly private com- 
aercial broadcasters (2 in Andorra, 1 in Luxeaboura, Monte Carlo and Europa 1 in Geraany, each) are actually contral led by the 
French government by virtue of partial ornership by @ governaent holding company! FA in France can be sumed up by saying that 
it is technically sophisticated but primitive in teras of programing. I spent a month in Lyon. One day there vas a teapere- 
ture inversion vith exceptional ly clear air. It as possible to see Mt. Blanc and the Suiss Alps. Believe it or not, it was 
actually possible to see the layers of afr! Must have been fantastic tropo ductinal

Glenn will con- 
tinue to edit and compile FM distance records presently, but those persons 
interested in assuming the editorshiv of this column should contact Glenn 
in the event that he should relinquish the FM records at a later date. I 
suggest that the Scoreboard and Statistics columns be consolidated, with 
both Glenn and the Scoreboard editor sharing the editorial duties, unti 
such time as all duties can be transferred to a single editor.

Unlike 
previous editorial appointments, the new Scoreboard editor will be selec- 
ted on the basis of the quality of his or her work...not solely on his or 
her speed in replying to this appeal. Interested persons and potential 
editors should contact the September 1974 VUD for a complete explanation 
of both Scoreboards, and the April 1974 VUD for details on how to prepare 
columns and articles for the VUD. 


As the "new and improved" Scoreboard column will include TV-DX records, 
those interested in assuming its editorial responsibilities should also 
have access to a recent edition of TV Factbook, for precise transmitter 
locations.

I personally suggest that the Scoreboard column be improved by adopting 
metric figures under the Average Distance heading for both TV and FM (it's 
not difficult: if one has access to a Rockwell 51R or similar calculator, 
miles are easily converted); the institution of a VHF-UKF Scoreboard as 
discussed previously in this column might also be considered, as well as 
the possibility of computing distance records for VHF-UHF stations or the 
various frequencies. 


I am deeply grateful to all those who assisted me during my editorship, 
including (but not limited to) Glenn Hauser, Don Ruland, Morrie Goldman, 
and a plethora of Scoreboard contributors, some of whom are not listed 
on the following two pages. I urge these contributors and all WIFDA 
members to actively support your new editor...whomever he should be.

“In keeping with my suggestion describing equipment setups, here's mine from 
the top down, At 60' atop my KTV tower is a 6' CM dish feeding Belden Cell-

A switching arrangement allows selection of any of the three 
amps or a bypass mode which demonstrates the effectiveness of the amps. 
A matching transformer completes the 75 to 300 ohm transfer to the sets 
terminals, The FET preamps are really great, with the low bund version hav- 
ing considerably more gain than the IPA(as one would suspect) and slightly 
better noise figure due to the lack of heavy filtering which the IPA employs.

This was on 25" 1975 Zenith connected 
to outside Channel Master Crossfire #3613. 

On Jan 6 11:20 to 11:40 PM, KTVQ 2 Billings, MT was in with heavy fading. Good Id 
at 11:30, when local nx over and Carson Show began. Also had a little on ch 3 but was 
weak. This DX was on 1967 25" Zenith color fed by attic-mounted LPV (10-element, 
permanently mounted n.n.e.). This older set is down in the basement near the 
FM DX equipment and most of my TV DX loggings are made with it. 

It may be of interest that our local KTCA-TV 2 is on the air until apx 3:30 AM CST 
Monday mornings. They run old movies starting at 11:30 Sunday evenings (1930 era movies 
titled "Flick on 2") and then go into the Monty Python series at 3 AM. Should be a good 
chance for any MS DXers as there can't be too many other stations on at that time.

(2,8) are from Grand Forks, ND (99 mi) and two other semi-locals are from Fargo, ND (J411) 
(170 mi). Under deadband conditions, signals from Grand Forks come in fair-good (except 
for CCI from local 7 & 9 on 8) and signals from Fargo are fair-poor. No UHF's near here; 
nearest UHF is at Aberdeen, SD (275 mi). I've been toying with idea of putting up a 
Radio Shack corner reflector at about 25 feet to see what comes in "tropo-wise" but don't 
know if it would be worth the trouble. (Yes—it would be worth it, even just for oc— 
casional UKF Dk—the novelty of that first UHF logging would be worth the effort. dps)

An extra 
stable signal fed into the TV set [from a signal generator or SW or FM set ]will stabilize 
video circuit and make audio more clear, or one can use a separate TV audio receiver. dps)
